H e also told lipw he ignited the pile 
of Imxes in the rear of C. A. Guen­ 
the r ’s dry goods store, on Ohio ave­ 
nue. a t the m idnight hour Saturday 
night, and a bu, less than an ho ur 
later, set fire to a woodshed in the 
r e a r of FranK W illiam s’ grocery, a t 
:\iam street aiui G rand avenue.

was taken to the office 
Chief of Police W. H. Boullt, where 
lie reitiffated his previous confession 
H e was com m itted to jail until this 
morning, when he was arraigned be 
lo re Justice F. W. Clark. 
H e pleaded guilty to the charge of 
a rs o n a n d was rem anded to the coun 
ty jail,^ aw aitin g the action of crimin 
al court, with a recoii^mendatioii tha t 
he l|c given five years in the Missour 
T rain in g School lor Boys at Boonville

l>ui!dijng he ran through the alley to 
L am ine avenue and returned to Ohio 
avenue, via Third street, aw aiting the 
soiiiHling of the fire alarm.

Consequently most of the (\ggs in the ' 
reserve supply of cold storage houses j 
are consumed in November.

Mr. Mr.m’cville, “shows 
that in .January 3 per cent of the i 
normal crop is gathered and 7 per j 
cent of the normal crop is consumed, * 
there being a deficiency of 4 per cent, i 
What w(Duld the big cities do if there;

The man who buy s eggs for later use, 
however, takes long chances: 
last 
winter most of them lost money —ag­ 
gregating hundreds of thousands.” 
Naturally the nation’s egg appetite 
increases during the spring months, j 
prices are lower 
and 
consumption j 
greater. 
However, the hen’s industry | 
surpasses the demand enormously -and 
then quite abruptly she quits lay ing, 
the production dropping from 22 per 
cent of the y ear’s total in April to 9 
])er cent in July . 
Time was when the 
market became glutted, eggs became j 
so cheap much of the supply never j 
was marketed and there was less pro- : 
vision for the rest of the y ear. 
Now ^ 
the country ’s surplus “crop” is taken ^ 
for storage and comes upon the m ar­ 
ket when thè hen fails by far to meet 
current demand. 
‘While the percentage of the total 
egg crop that is stored is compara- 
levly 
small,” 
Mr. Mandeville said, 
“the storage business is qiiite import­ 
ant to producer, consumer and deal­ 
er alike. 
It prevents a demoralized 
market in the spring when the sup­ 
ply is largely in excess of the de­ 
mand, thus insuring fair prices to the 
producers. 
It also prevents an exor­ 
bitant price in November, when the 
supply is so greatly less than the de­ 
mand. 
In this m anner the trade is 
assured

tv'ho knows thi'se facts need never pay 
the extreme prices asked for eggs 
advertised as ‘fresh’ in the fall and 
winter months when new laid eggs are 
not to he had. 
It is only the unscru­ 
pulous dealer or the small retailer 
who does not knx)w the facts who con­ 
trive to sell the well-to-do consumer 
eggs at unfair prices.” 
April eggs are each y ear stored for 
the long hold, to be kept to supply 
the deficiency in November and De­ 
cember. 
This is done for very good 
reasons. 
Aprd or early spring eggs 
are “good keepers;” summer eggs as 
a rule are not in good enough condi­ 
tion to store. 
“Until now the early 
eggs have been withdrawn from stor­ 
age only for fine trade,” Mr. Mande­ 
ville said, “but before long I expect 
to see more of the spring stored eggs 
used for the summer trade, especially 
when the egg producers improve their 
methods of handling their product. 
Probably an average of 7,000,060 eggs 
a day are received in Chicago during 
these weeks of egg production,” added 
President Mandeville. 
“That is about 
fifty car loads. 
A car contains 400 
cases and a case contains 30 dozen, or 
360 eggs. 
Fifty car loads contain 20,- 
000 cases. 
There have been times 
when the Chicago receipts reached 
40,000 cases In one day . , 
“When the receipts in the spring 
reach 20,000 cases per day the cold 
storage men start to put away the 
eggs for use in the fall and early 
winter when the supply , as the fig­ 
ures show, greatly falls below the de- 


mand. 
In Chicago the normal aver­ 
age egg appetite calls for about 2,- 
000,000 eggs pe-' day ; the spring appe­ 
tite is considerably more, seMoip fall­ 
ing'below 3,000,000. 
In additiori;%reat 
quantities of eggs are shipped lltoin 
Chicago to, other points where the 
same spring appetite is in working 
order. 
This is why a supply of • 6,- 
000,000 or 7,000,000 eggs per day is 
necessary in the spring before there 
is any surplus left for storage.”
